RESURRECTION 
IS RELIGION'S 
BASIS, C.E. DAWN 
SPEAKER SAYS 


Not the cross but the resurrection 
in which human life, idealism and 
the supremacy of God triumphed Is 
the most important fact in the 
Christian religion, the Rev. Dr. Ray­ 
mond Veh, Harrisburg, told an aud­ 
ience of about 500 persons at the 
Easter dawn .service conducted Sun­ 
day morning in St. James Lutheran 
church. The service was sponsored 
by the Adams county Christian En­ 
deavor Union. 
The theme of the sermon by the 
Rev. Dr Veh, a director of the state 
Christian Endeavor Union and edi­ 
tor of "Th * Evangelical Crusader,” 
was "Triumph of Easter.'’ 
'Hie .speaker used sentences from 
the fifth and sixth verses of the 
twenty-fourth 
chapter 
of 
Luke, 
"Why seek ye the living among the 
dead? . . . He is risen, He is not 
here.” as his text. 
Reminding his 
audience that every precaution had 
been taken to put away this revolu­ 
tionary Jesus, he declared that no 
government on earth could reckon 
with the power that was there. "The 
cross was not the end for the resur­ 
rection b r o u g h t to Christianity 
eternal victory and eternal triumph. 
A resurrected Christ is the most 
thrilling part of our belief,” Doctor 
Veh asserted. 
Message of Resurrection 
"The message of the resurrected 
Christ is that, first, of the triumph 
of human life which it made sacred 
arid vital and caused personality to 
become our most treasured posses­ 
sion.

BERGDOLL WILL 
RETURN TO U. S. 


New York, April IO (AP).—Mrs. 
Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, wife of 
the 
notorious 
World 
war 
draft 
dodger, announced on her arrival 
from Europe today th at her hus­ 
band would sail next week 
from 
Germany to surrender him self to 
m ilitary authorities and serve Hie 
rem ainder of the five-year sentence 
imposed upon him before his escape 
in 1919. 
Mrs. Bergdoll arrived in the Ham­ 
burg American liner St. Louis with 
four of her five children. She went 
to Europe last December with the 
announced Intention of persuading 
her husband to return to America. 
Herndon fled from m ilitary guards 
after he had been sentenced to five 
years in prison for evasion of Hie 
World war draft. A w arrant for his 
arrest is still held by the United 
States m arshal in New York. 
Bergdoll has been living in G er­ 
many since his escape after being 
in custody a short time. 
He has 
addressed frequent appeals to the 
White House for permission to re­ 
turn, arguing th a t as com m ander- 
in-chief of the Army the President 
Is empowered to dismiss the pro­ 
ceedings of the court m artial th a t 
convicted him . 
Bergdoll. 
whose exploits as un

With Albania occupied by Italian 
military, there are numerous ways 
in which pressure could be brought 
to bear on neighboring countries, 
notably Yugoslavia and Greece.

However, he had laid the ground­ 
work for just such a move as now 
has been made. 
Italian army of­ 
ficers long have been in charge of 
training the Albanian army. Rome 
has more or less financed the gov­ 
ernment of Tirana for years, in­ 
cluding maintenance of the king. 
Zog himself has proved to be a 
progressive 
ruler and has done 
much for his people despite his 
economic difficulties. 
He has de­ 
voted much energy to developing 
the educational system. 
The king has had a colorful 
carcer of dangerous adventure, and 
he is credited with being one of the 
bravest of his brave race. 
He was 
born of noble family and at the 
age of seventeen as chief he led the 
men of Mat! against the Serbs be­ 
sieging Shkodra. He was 29 when 
he became first president of the 
Albanian republic in 1924 and he 
was 32 when the assembly pro­ 
claimed him king. 
Zog escaped assassination many 
times, and more than once has 
fought his assailants with Kare­ 
lia rids. 
Most of these attempts on 
his life were due to the blood-feud, 
or Vendetta, which still persists in 
Albania.

THE HAWAIIAN LUAU 
H 
ONOLULU. T. H. — Hawaiian hospitality does not get itself into full 
champion caliber until you have experienced its famous Luau, or 
ceremonial feast. The nearest thing to it is the mainland barbecue — 
but the latter is a long, long stretch in all points from the Luau. 
Guests arrive decorated with the friendly, fragrant flower leis. 
Our Luau began with an afternoon of native friendliness and inspired 
song. A pit was dug in the ground and special selected porous lava stones 
were placed over a hot fire of wood, and the rocks heated to a glow. The 
pit is called an imu. 
It’s really Nature’s fireless cooker! 
Then native 
Hawaiian boys brought up a dressed pig and it was set upon a nearby table 
and stuffed tight with as many of the heated rocks as it could contain. A 
generous sprinkling of red rock salt was then applied. Tile feet were then 
tied with ti leaves and the pit covered with these same type of leaves and 
the pig placed in the centre of the pit. 
Packed close to the pig in its pit wore prepared packages of beef, pork, 
salt salmon — and other species of food, whapped in fresh, tender taro 
leaves, and these also wrapped in the ti leaves. 
Large ripe bananas 
wore placed about, as well as sweet potatoes. More large ti leaves were 
then covered over everything, and on top was shovelled about six inches 
of sandy earth to allow' no escape of steam and heat, and to give a good 
cooking. After about three hours, the pig and its associated foods were 
uncovered and ready to serve! It all looked simple but they told me that 
it took three days to prepare for a genuine Luau. The guests, however, 
were given an opportunity to assist in the final rites. I helped with the 
shovel! 
(And my appetite later!) 
When we were called to our places we looked upon a feast fit for 
royalty! 
Our spread was placed upon the floor of our host’s seashore 
home. 
A lauhala mat w’as placed a t each guest’s place, for comfort. 
Every inch of the spread w'as food. Sliced pork, dishes of raw' lomlilomi 
salmon, fresh chopped tomatoes and shredded onion tops, portions of 
octopus and mullet, as wrell as other sorts of fish, cooked In ti leaves and 
flavored with wrappings of dried sea-weed. 
Then there was chicken 
stew'ed in coconut milk and taro leaves. And of course a Koa bowl of the 
famous poi, W'hich was eaten with the two forefingers! And luscious, fresh 
pineapple and native fruits the like of which I have never tasted. For 
dessert there w'as a pudding prepared with coconut milk. I have forgotten 
the rest! 
On and on we ate — and before we knew' it, it was another day! All 
through the evening there were songs and much music by native Hawaiian 
performers, w'hile the Hula by these natives seemed to interpret Hawaiian 
hospitality in rhythmic movements under the canopy of the sky. 
Unfortunately there w'as no Moon — but before us, in the distance, 
was the famous Pali, the lovely Nuuanu valley, of opaled verdure, half 
surrounding us — and the Pacific waters of Kaneohe Bay, on the other 
side, softly serenading us as the night wore on. 
Visiting Hawaii without experiencing its hospitable Luau is like a t­ 
tending the play of Hamlet with Hamlet home asleep!

John E. Van Allsburg (R.- 
Erle) probably would be given sec­ 
ond reading and then be sent back 
to committee for further study and 
amendment. * 
Van Allsburg's measure would put 
relief beneficiaries to work on local 
projects, take civil service from 
workers handling only unemploy­ 
ment relief, and extend the powers 
of county assistance boards. 
Secretary Howard Russell of the 
Department of Public Assistance 
intimated he did not like the as­ 
semblyman’s proposals, and instead 
suggested some of his own. 
Russell said his proposals, mostly 
administrative changes and correc­ 
tions, would enable Pennsylvania to 
qualify for millions of dollars more 
in federal contributions. 
He noted in his weekly report on 
the trend of the relief rolls that 
increasing 
seasonal 
employment 
helpied bring the total of Pierson 
dependent upon the state dole to 
762,201, as compared with 798,000 in 
February, the winter’s peak. 
The load "declined more sharply” 
in the first week of April than in 
any other “since the beginning of 
the current downward movement,” 
Russell said. 
Private industry absorbed 1,823 of 
those who went off relief during the 
week, Russell added, while about 
4,300 w'ere shifted to other forms of 
assistance which the federal gov­ 
ernment 
helps 
finance. 
(Sixteen 
cases were opened and five closed in 
Adams county during the first week 
of this month.) 
The first signs of the recent 
W.P.A. layoffs were reflected in the 
fact that 471 parsons went from 
W.P.A. to direct relief.
